The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention directs to the process of preparing 
2-methyl-4-(4-methyl- 1 -piperazinyl)- 1 0H-thieno[2,3-b] [ 1 ,5]- 
benzodiazepine (or commercially known as onlanzapine). The 
closest reference, Chakrabarti et. al. (EP 454,436), discloses 
the process of obtaining said compound. However, the 
publication date of EPM36 is 10-31-91 which does not antedate 
the priority date of the instant application which can go back 
to 4-23-91 . Therefore, the teaching in EP'436 is not a competent 
prior art.
